Midway Field 
Marks Time on 
Present Tests 


Further Expansion 
Delayed; Week's 
Summary of Oil 
Operations 


By Speciiil Correspondent 
STAMPS, Ark. — Two wells flow- 


ed in the new Midway field of La- 
fayette county this week and a third 
is expected over the week-end. 


Although (he tests thus far in the 


new area are likely to make fair pro- 
ducers, they did not show up nearly 
so well as did the discovery. The fact 
that the north and west offsets check- 
ed from !10 to 120 feet lower 
has 


halted at least two dozen operations 
which had planned to be under way 
hy this time. Operators of outpost 
tests are waiting the final outcome 
of present wells drilling, before pro- 
ceeding further. 


Salt water encroached on the Burns- 


dall's Dobson No. 2, first completion 
of the past week in section 10-15-24, 
direct north offset to the discovery 
after the test flowed water and crude 
for a day and night. Operators be- 
lieve, however, that the brine can be 
scaled off and plans are under way 
how to perforate higher. First per- 
forations in the test were from C450 
to G500 feet. Top of saturation in the 
Dobson 2 was 6424 feet. 


The second completion for the week 


was Arkansas Fuel Oil Company's 
Creek No. 1 section 10-15-24, west 
offset to the discovery, which is flow- 
ing into tanks after perforations from 
6420 to 6450 feet. Official gauge is not 
yet available. Top of saturation in the 
Creek was 6421 feet. 


The next completion due in over the 


week-end is C. I. Roberts Bond No. 
1 section 11-15-24 direct east offset 
to the discovery. The Roberts test 
topped thd, saturation at 6338 feet ap- 
proximately IQO feet higher than did 
the north and west offsets. Production 
pipe was run to a total ;depth of 6501 
feet.

British Raiding

Parachutists,

LONDON -(/P)— 
Daring 
Brtiish 


parachute and seaborne infantry com- 
bined Saturday in a destructive at- 
tack on n German radio declcctor 
post in the first sizable incursion of 
Northern French coast since the fall 
of France.' 


Under cover of an air umbrella of 


the RAF and with naval assistance 
the raiders then withdrew,'the report 
said. 


Timed to the minute the parachutists 


dropped out of the clouds to form 
hastily as assault groups and at the 
same lime infantry, ferried across the 
channel landed on the beach. 


Joining forces the two detachments 


which the .spokesman said, could not 
be assumed to be small, dealt a one- 
two punch to the Nazi forces while 
demolishion squads wrecked the radio 
station, then departed quickly leaving 
behind a ruined location post and dis- 
bursed forces of the German guard. 


Early Saturday afternoon a military 


spokesman said it was not yet known 
whether the ships bringing the raid- 
ing parties back had yet landed in 
England. He said possibility of a ma- 
jor air battle between German bomb- 
ers dealing major counter strokes and 
the RAF umbrella protectors, 
can- 


not be denied. 


Apparently this 
meant 
German 


bombers might be attempting to de- 
stroy the ships carrying the troops 
across the channel and were meeting 
stiff opposition. 


In Berlin the German 
command 


acknowledged that British parachute 
troops overcame "weak" coastal de- 
fenses on the northwest coast of 
France but said they withdrew by sea 
two hours later under heavy pres- 
sure.

40-Hour Week 
Repealer Loses 


Farm Price Bill 
Up Next, for 
Decision Monday 
Afternoon 


By the Associated Press 
WASHINGTON — A 
determined 


drive to suspend for the duration of 
the war federal laws calling for a 
40-hour week and extra pay for over- 
time suffered an unexpectedly smash- 
ing defeat in the house Friday. 


Most of the Republicans joined with 


large numbers of Democrats to bury 
the proposal, 22G to G2, on a standing 
vote after the Roosevelt administra- 
tion, the A. F. of L. and the C. I. 
O. mustered their biggest guns against 
it. Checi-s swept the house when the 
result was announced. 


The lop-sided nature of the vote 


was a surprise even to administration 
leaders in the chamber, who had fear- 
ed the proposal, offered by Repre- 
sentative Smith (Dem., Va.) would 
be accepted. 


Smith offered his plan as an amend- 


ment, or rider, to a bill broadening 
the war powers of the government. 
Earlier in the day, Pesident Roose- 
velt declared the practice of putting 
riders on important bills to escape ve- 
toes was reprehensible. 


His criticism was aimed at the 40- 


hour week amendment and at a senate 
farm bloc which has been making 
determined efforts to raise prices of 
major farm products. Each group was 
seeking to advance its project 
by 


amendments to war legislation. Thus, 
the president would have to veto the 
measures in their entirety in order 
to kill the unwanted riders. 


The farm proposal, in the form of 


an amendment to a ?32,000,000,000 mili- 
tary appropriation bill, provides that 
none of the money could be used to 
buy government-held farm commodit- 
ies at less than "parity prices." A de- 
cision on this is expected Monday.

France Not to 
Help Germany 


She Pledges 
United States to 
Remain Neutral

WASHINGTON — Warned by Presi- 


dent Roosevelt not to aid the Axis, 
Vichy France has pledged itself to 
refrain from any violation of neutral- 
ity, particularly any violation involv- 
ing "the use of French vessels for 
the purposes of war." 


Tiiis was disclosed Friday by Sum- 


ner Welles, undersecretary of state, 
who said "further clarifications with 
regard to other important questions 
are awaited" before the status of re- 
lations with Vichy can be determin- 
ed finally. 


Welles made known that on Feb- 


ruary 10 President Roosevelt sent a 
personal message to Chief of State 
Pet;iin declaring if Vichy ships war 
materials to Axis powers or otherwise 
aids them beyond the terms of . the 
armistice it will be classed as an as- 
sistant of the declared enemies of 
the United States. 


Since then, Welles said, additional 


communications have been exchanged 
between the two governments, in- 
cluding a communication dated Feb- 
ruary 24 in which the Vichy govern- 
ment gave the pledge lo be neutral.

WASHINGTON-Unless it can be 


stopped by some of Donald Nel- 
son's best straight-from-thc-shoulder 
shooting, another war production pa- 
Incc battle is apparently in the mak- 
ing over how much say-so labor un- 
ions are to be given in shaping po- 
licies with management for war pro- 
duction industries. 


Background for this foud cnn be 


traced directly to the C. I. O. in- 
sistence, over the last three or four 
years, thai albor be given a voice in 
management. Management has consid- 
ered Hi is theory as nothing more than 
a fantastic pipcdrcam, but the war 
has given organized labor leaders the 
opportunity to plug the idea pretty 
hard. By calling attention to every 
mistake that management has made in 
the defense effort, criticizing bus- 
iness as usual and high profits, the 
labor leaders have promoted the idea 
further. Today they have it up at 
the top of the list of their principal 
objectives along with national recog- 
nition of the closed shop. 


It was, in fact, a squabble over- 


labor's participation with management 
in conversion of the automobile in- 
dustry that wrecked the old Office 
of Production Management organiza- 
tion, and packed William S. Knud- 


scn off to the army as a lieutenant 
general. When the protracted auto in- 
dustry conferences at the turn of 
the year failed to produce any satis- 
factory program for convesion of the 
auto plants to wa production. OPM 
was knocked out of the box and Don- 
ald Nelson and the War Production 
Board were sent in to pitch. 


Kcutlicr Plan Again 
The specific issue which wrecked 


OPM was the so-called Rcuther plan, 
which was simply C. I. O. labor's 
plan for pooling machine capacity 
of the auto industry and converting it 
to all-out war production. It was a 
labor bid for a voice in management. 
Management would have none of the 
idea, ostensibly because management 
was convinced it wouldn't work, sub- 
consciously, perhaps, because it was 
a suggestion from, labor; 


Whatever the reasoning, OPM fell. 


On Jan. 13 Nelson was called to head 
WPB and on Jan. 20 he announced 
his plan of reorganization. At that 
time Nelson slated he would have 
one industry branch chief, a cen- 
tralized authority government man 
responsible directly to the WPB boss, 
b»t lhat each of these industry branch 
chiefs would have two advisory com- 
mittees, one from management and 


one from labro. The davisory com- 
mittees would meet separately, but 
could be called together for joint 
meetings when necessary. 


The formula seemed satisfactory to 


both management and labor. At any 
rate, everyone had confidence in Nel- 
son and was anxious to give the WPB 
every opportunity to make good. Nel- 
son said he wanted constructive ideas 
from everyone, regardless of whether 
they came from management or la- 
bor. 


A month or more of operation under 


this polic yhas seen varying develop- 
ments. It has taken Nelson this long 
to name his planning committee, the 
WPB brain trusters who will look at 
this war production program in its 
broadest phases and advise on po- 
licy. At first, it was proposed to make 
this a big committee, with represen- 
tatives from all degrees of manage- 
ment, labor, and consumer interests 
Then it was changed to a small com- 
mittee reporting directly to Nelson. 


Variable Procedure 
There is as yet no definite policy 


on how the labor advisory commit- 
tees and the management advisory 
committees are to work with the in- 
dustry branch chiefs. Procedure varies 
within each industry.

It's what is known as the Progress 


Reporting Division. It sounds dull. 
Most of Ihe work in it is. Bui the re- 
sults obtained aren't. The PRD has a 
list of more lhan 300 principal mil- 
ilary items now in production. Almost 
every minute of the day, "progress" 
sheets on each one of those items 
drops on the desk of one of PRD's 
officials. 


It shows lo the day, almost to the 


hour, exactly what the production 
status of that article is, and the min- 
ute a lag shows up, the Division re- 
ports to the proper WPB executive 
who takes sleps to pick up the slack. 


For example there are doxens of 


units that go into a tank. There are 
tank hulls, motors, transmissions, guns 
treads, etc. A bottleneck in any one 
of these will stop one whole section 
of the entire tank program. 


Almost as soon as there is a slow- 


down in the tank program the PRD 
official knows it. 
He calls for a 


breakdown on the tank production 
sheet. He gets another immediately 
that may show the slack is in trans- 
missions. He gets another breakdown 
sheet, showing progress at all factories 
producing tank transmissions and then 
the trouble-shooting starts. 


In some instances, PRD officials say, 


they have been able to spot the source 
o fa bottleneck within 30 minutes after 
it first appeared on the initial progress 
sheet. 


There is plenty of red tape in the 


war production effort, even outside 
political circles. Any one who sels 
out to look for it, doesn't have to 
look far. 


The insignia of army officials sta- 


tioned here is a blue star on a white 
background, encircled with a narrow 
band of red. Washington wags are 
fond of saying, "That's a general in a 
white fog, surrounded by red tape." 


Sometimes, it seems that Ihe whole 


business is like that, but it isn't and 
in spite of all the red tape there is, the 
U. S. production machine is gather- 
ing steam.
